LONDON, May 24.—German 
troops today won the French 
channel purt of Boulogne, tight- 
ening the steel ring around the 
Allied army of the north and 
planting the Nazi battleflag with- 
in cannon shot of the chalk cliffs 
of Dover. 

British military sources revealed 
that “superior forces” of German 
troops drove smaller British de- 
tachments from Boulogne during 
the night and now control a base 
only 28 miles from the British coast 
and \° minutes by air from London. 

The situation has become more 
grave, it was said. 

Calais, the nearest French chan- 
nel port to Dover, is only 18 miles 
from Boulogne and doubt has been 
expressed that it can be held by the 
Allies if the Germans retain con- 
trol of Boulogne. 


POSSIBLE INVASION 

German heavy guns can now 
bombard Dover and other ports 
along the channel and the possibil- 
ity of a German invasion pointed at 
England's famous cinqueports on 
the southeast coast was discussed 
here in terms of imminent likeli- 
hood. 

Not since Napoleon has the peril 
of invasion from over the water 
been brought so close to England. 

The air ministry reported that the 
Royal Air Force was battling 
courageously to hold back the 
powerful thrusts of German mech- 
anized arms. 


R.AF, SUCCESSES 

Amplifying its earlier announce- 
ments, the air ministry said that a 
British fighter patro] shot down 23 
planes and shot down or damaged 
beyond repair another 26 planes in 
operations over northern France 
during the night. 

“Under conditions prevailing, 
there can be little doubt that most 
eof these damaged aircraft were 
lost,” the ministry said.

GOVERNMENT 


SAILS THROUGH 
PUBLIC STORM 


Parliament Convinced Ot- 
tawa Amply Filled Brit- 
ish War Demands

OTTAWA, May 24.—The gov- 
ernment which, éespite its recent 
victory at the polls and its im- 
mense majority in parliament, has 
been fighting for its life ever 
since chaos broke loose on the 
western front—seems definitely 
te have weathered the storm. 

A week of nerve-wracking sus- 
pense and uncertainty ends with 
the government well entrenched. 
There seems no chance of new peri! 
arising before next week. But it is 
as certain as day follows night that 
the life of the government is in- 
extricably joined to the issue of the 
battle now being fought in the 
bulge. 

Never has so strange a politica) 
crisis arisen here. A government 
with a majority of about 120 has 
been attacked viciously not by any 
group in parliament, but by the 
public at large. It appears to have 
satisfied public opinion momentar- 
ily and therefore has nothing to 
fear, for the present, from parlia- 
ment. 


HAS DONE MORE 

The Covernment’s success is ac- 
counted for by one fact. The gov- 
ernment had an alibi for the lack 
of an allout war program. The gov- 
ernment convinced parliament and 
apparently the country that Can- 
ada has not only done everything 
the British government has asked 
Us to do, but more. 

The government has not raised 
more troops because the British 
government did not desire more, 
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The entire gap between the Al- 
Hed army of thie north, withdraw- 
ing from Belgium, and the main 
Freneh army, the army of the 
seuth, was new under a violent 
Allied bombardment by Allied 
artillery and sirplanes, it was 
acserted. 

Nevertheless, the military infor- 
mant said, the Germans persisted in 
a desperate race through the 
Somme-Arras gap in an attempt to 
reinforce their men on the coast. 

It was said that the detachments 
were small and that many of their 
units had been destroyed. 


GAP REDUCED 

The Allies, it was said, had now 
reduced from 35 to 25 miles the gap 
between their armies between the 
Somme at the Arras area after tak- 
ing Arras and extending their front 
to the Arras-Bapaume road. 

Heavy fighting continued in the 
Valenciennes-Cambrai region on 
the Escaut river, the military 
Spokesman said, and the Allies had 
met with local successes and fail- 
utes alike. The general situation 
had remained unchanged through- 
out the night, he said. 


METZ BOMBED 

The war office analyst announced 
that the Germans had bombed the 
city of Metz, below Luxembourg in 
the Maginot line, and he said that 
the French had immediately bomb- 
ed a German city in reprisal.

Force Of Ex-Servicemen 
| Will Be Established 
By Government 


OTTAWA, May 24—A force of 

| ex-service men to be known as 

“The Veterans’ Home Guard’ for 

the protection of military property 

and “Any other purpose that may 

be necessary,” will be established 

| immediately, Defence Minister 

Norman Rogers told the House of 
Commons last night. 


Mr. Rogers said the veteran force 
would be uniformed and armed as 
a military force and would be un 
der command of officers who are 
veterans of the first Great War. 

In the initial stages the force 
will consist of 12 companies of 
250 each, located in each of the 
military districts and to be organ- 
ized by the district officer com- 


manding 

The government believed this 
force, totalling 3,000 men, would 
he adequate for the needs now 
envisioned, but that it would be 
enlarged if necessary, 


Mr. Rogers’ statement follows: 

It has been decided to establish 
immediately a force to be known 
as the “veterans home guards” for 
the more adeuate protection of mili- 
lary property or for any other pur- 
pose that may be found necessary 
in Canada, The force at the outset 
shal! consist of 12 companies, to be

MEXICO CITY, May 24—A band 

of 20 unidentifie gunmen in a 
ewift four a.m. reid poured 
machine gun fire inte Leon Trot- 
Shy's bedroom today in an wun- 
successful attempt to assassinate 
him. 


Trotsky and his wife, who were 
unhurt, rolled from their bed and 
lay on the floor while gunfire rat- 
tled at the suburban Coyoacan villa 
for nearly 15 minutes. 

One guard, Archie Sheldon, was 
kidnaped hy the raiders all of whom 
were described as speaking Spanish.

But down 
the roads of France comes the end- 
less procession of refugees always 
from more towns and villages as 
the enemy strikes deeper or 
widens his range of bombing. Today 
1 have been talking with those who 
have just fled (here 12 words were 
censored). The enemy's troops are 
not in those places, but his bomb- 
ers have been over them today, 
dropping thousand-pound bombs 
(here twenty words were censored).

Speaking for Prime Minister Churchill,

Canada is less liable than Britain to 
invasion or other suddenly developed 


emergency, but it takes far longer for 
Canada’s parliament to assemble and get 
into action. The Dominion Government 
would therefore be justified in asking for 
sweeping powers, to be exercised between 
sessions; in fact the swiftly changing sit- 
uations and conditions of war-time strong- 
ly recommend that course. 

The “dictatorship” set up in Britain 
is conditional only, for parliament can at 
any session withdraw the unusual powers 
it has granted the ministers, veto their 
decisions and make any changes of policy 
it may think advisable. The power to re- 
view ministerial action at stated intervals 
is the safeguard there, and would be the 
safeguard here, against improper use of 
the arbitrary authority. 


Canadian Factories Barred 


Parliament has been asking, as the 
public have been wondering, why Cana- 
dian plants have not been turning out | 
tanks and other types of mechanized | 
war equipment. For military reasons 
the information has been with-held— 
would probably be still withheld if only | 
such reasons were taken into account. 

The answer to the question was given 
on Wednesday by Hon. C. D. Howe, minis- | 
ter of supply. “One of the chief difficul- 
ties has been to obtain the latest British 
designs for mechanical equipment used by 
our troops in common operations. British 
industry has not been too willing to part 
with these designs, many of which repre- 
sent years of study and development by 
private manufacturing firms.” 

“Has not been too willing” is a merci- 
ful phrase. What it almost certainly 
means is that the British firms flatly re- 
fused to turn over the plans and specifi- 
cations, without which Canadian concerns 
could not turn out the standard types of 
equipment. No doubt they supposed they 
could supply all the equipment that would 
be required by both the British and Cana- | 
dian troops. | 

This perhaps is one reason why Bri- 
tain’s Government has taken contro! of 
property—a term which reasonably in- 
cludes patterns and designs as well as 
real estate, factories and machines. It has | 
certainly been demonstrated that the | 
holders of the designs miscalculated when 
they supposed they could meet the demand 
for equipment lone-handed. It may be 
hoped that Canadian factories will now be 
utilized to produce these kinds of muni- 


tions. |

Now It Can Be Told 


Individual Canadians and organiza- 
tions of many kinds and in all parts of the 
country have been bombarding Ottawa 
with letters, telegrams, resolutions, peti- 
tions and protests, urging that parliament 
“do something” to stop Hitler, something 
more than has been done and is being 
done. j 

Those who thought two months ago 
that Canadians were taking the war too 
casually cannot complain now. There is no 
doubting the impetuous fervor that has 
swept the Dominion because of the furi- 
ous Nazi drive on the Low Countries and 
northern France, and the prospect of 
aerial blitzkrieg being launched upon the 
British Isles. 

Thus at Toronto, Major-General Wil- | 
liams said General McNaughton had been | 
“side-tracked with an ill-equipped Cana- 
dian division to a stalemate in England 
for four months.” And Senator Haig told 
his fellow-members he was afraid the Ger- 
mans might be in the St. Lawrence river | 
before the war program of the Govern- 
ment is functioning fully. 

These speakers, like the letter and tele- 
gram senders and the resolution-passing | 
organizations, did not know why the war 
program has not been evolving faster, or 
‘why it had been timed to bring results 
next year rather than this year. They 
\ know now, If they have read the informa- 
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tion sent out from Ottawa Wednesday— 
information previously withheld for stra- 
tegic reasons and now made public under 
pressure of the popular demand for sud- 
den action, 

It is thus disclosed that the Canadian 
Government had to “persuade” the British 
Government to allow the first division to 
be sent to England. “The British had more 
men than they could equip and our 
division only added to the masses of un- 
equipped men.” The equipment was just 
not in existence; a situation parallel to 
that which Sir Robert Borden declared to 
exist in the spring of 1915. Except that 
tanks and anti-aircraft guns are now 
pieces of equipment without which in- 
fantry dare not be sent into action. 

A further disclosure is that the Canad- 
ian Government has been attempting to 
launch Canadian industry into mass pro- 
duction of equipment, but did not get the 
approval of the British Government. 

The same condition barred the quicker 
development of the Air Training scheme in 
Canada. “Britain's urgent need is not 
fliers but airplanes,” on the authority of 
Lord Beaverbrook. 

The obvious fact is that Britain was 
not equipped when the war broke, and 
planned on a long war, not a short one, a 
war in which the Allied forces should grow 
stronger as the enemy grew weaker. On 
that basis Canada’s program was drafted. 
It is now in nearly all if not all branches 
ahead of schedule. 

And it has yet to be shown that the 
long war expectation was wrong. If it was 
wrong, no amount of frenzied rushing of 
ill-trained and ill-equipped men into the 
field could have changed the outcome. If 
it was right—and it was right—the 
prodigality with which the enemy is 
wasting men and materials now will be his 
undoing later on. Bull-dog tenacity will 
win for the Allies. Nothing else could, 
pitted against so formidable and un- 
scrupulous a foe. 


Franco says Spain will maintain strict 
neutrality. That is a privilege it enjoys 
because the Allies stand between it and 
Hitler. Otherwise Spain would have to 
fight or take orders from Berlin, as every 
other country in Europe which wants to 
remain neutral would have to do. Neu- 
trality is a term of offence to the Nazis. It 
implies the right of a country to choose its 
own course. 


Italian nationals living in Egypt con- 
verted their property into cash, intending 
to take the money home with them if I 
Duce decided to get into the war. Now the 
Government of Egypt has banned the ex- 
port of wealth from the country, and the 
nationals will have to go empty-handed if 
they go at all. The probability is they will 
not go unless they are compelled to, which 
is also fairly probable. Loyal subjects of 
the dictators who went abroad years ago 
to earn money for the war chests are run- 
ning into difficulties everywhere.

FLARE UP That sombre lesson has been 

seared into our minds. The 
citadels of democracy are strong against open 
attack, They may be pierced from within by 
subtle treachery. 

Already the cry for preparedness which has 

rung from coast to coast has been of immense 

public service. Potential trouble-makers have 
seen the signs of the times. They will think 
twice before they embark on the hazardous 
course of sedition and treachery. 

Equally notable has been the effect upon the 
federal government. During the fluctuating for- 
tunes of this sombre conflict it will be incum- 
bent upon the public, from time to time, to 
strengthen and invigorate the feeble forces of 
criticism in the House of Commons. Democracy 
cannot operate with maximum efficiency unless 
it feels the spur of fearless criticism and gener- 
ous counsel. 

The election shattered the wavering ranks 
of the opposition by inflictiflg upon them a sharp 
and staggering blow from which they are still 
groggy. For the sake of government efficiency, 
for the sake of Canada’s war effort, the public 
must assume a new burden of responsibility, It 
must do all in its power to strengthen the efforts 
that will doubtless be exerted in parliament, 
from all sides of the House, to keep the govern- 
ment constantly up to the mark.

Increased vigilance is the price that must be 
paid for safety. That, in a nutshell, is the essence 
of the demands now being made upon the fed- 
eral government. What may have sufficed before, 
suffices no longer. More needs to be done.

yhich erects mere suspicion into a sentence of 
guilt. Only the treacherous and the seditious 
must suffer, The prime minister's plea, spoken 
at the beginning of the war, that Canada should 
not dishonor herself by her treatment of the 
enemy minority needs to be remembered now 
and obeyed more than ever, as passions surge 
and emotions flame,

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40,000 Bad Drivers 

Records of the Ontario Government show 
that of 970,000 licensed drivers in this province 
400,000 have been involved in accidents or have 
been fined for infractions of the Highway Traf- 
fic Act, or have had complaints or suspensions 
registered against them, since September of 1940.

Sabotage 

Three Ottawa men were sentenced to peni- 
tentiary terms on Wednesday, one for three 
years and the others for two and one-half years, 
and to heavy fines, for circulation of an anti- 
wer pamphlet likely to prejudice recruiting. 
The Journal believes any loyal citizen who 
reads this pamphlet will agree that the jury was 
thoroughly justified in finding the men guilty, 
will commend Mr. Justice Chevrier for his stern 
sentences, It is an inflammatory and offensive 
piece of work, and by discouraging Canada’s 
war effort was calculated to give aid and com- 
fort to the enemy.

World Revolution the Aim 

Otto D. Tolischus, famous correspondent of 
the New York Times, writes from Stockholm 
that the present war is, by proclamation of the 
National Socialist regime itself, a revolutionary 
war—a war that heralds a world revolution in 
which are to be laid the new foundations for the 
twentieth century and the next millennium. It 
is supported by a fanatic revolutionary’ faith 
which despises the liberalism and individualism 
achieved in recent centuries at so great a cost, 
and calls for a new collectivism based on an iron 
discipline and the ruthless sacrifice of the 
individual for the benefit of the collective whole 
—or of the ruling caste. 

The Times explains that this is confirmed 
anew by the latest statement of Alfred Rosen- 
berg, the Nazi party philosopher, who declares 
that “the war which began before al! the world 
on May 10 is the greatest of revolutionary wars. 
An outworn era is crumbling to dust beneath 
the marching feet of the German army.” 

The newspaper adds: “This revolution is not 
directed, as some of its catch-phrases may lead 
one to suppose, merely against the ‘plutocracies,’ 
against the ‘tyranny of gold,’ against free world 
trade, against capitalism, or even merely against 
democracy and liberty, What its supporters 
hate and despise and seek to destroy is nothing 
less than civilization itself. It is indeed a 
‘revolution of nihilism.’ And its fanatica] lead- 
erg, it is now clear, have no jimits on their aims. 
Their aims grow with their conquests, and 
always reach beyond them. 

“Hitler professed at first to be seeking to 
unify in the Reich only people of German blood. 
He has since grabbed one non-German nation 
after another. He now declares that his aim is 
nothing less than the destruction of the British 
Empire. But if he should succeed in this tre- 
mendous project, who believes now that he 
would stop there? His whole character, his 
aims and methods and those of his followers 
mean that he would merely look around for new 
worlds to conquer and lay waste. 

“The world must adjust itself to this pos- 
sibility and take, without a moment's loss of 
time, every step tO prevent it"—Vancouver Sun,

This should have been demon- 
strated to all the world, first in 
Spain and later in Poland, Even the 
most willful must see it now. 

The French have based their po- 
litical and military strategy upon 
the idea of defense and security. 
Their defenses have cost them bil- 
lions and are formidable beyond 
description. No Frenchman is will- 
ing to carry war to another 
country's soil, but he will die with! 
superb heroistn to defend his own. 

There is a law of physics—name- 
ly, that a moving body has vastly 
greater power than a static body. 
In this world of machines, he who 
strikes first, with all the power at 
his command, gains an advantage 
which cannot be compensated by 
Superiority of numbers (vide 
Spain), nor by equality of arma- 
ments if the latter are used purely 
defensively. 

Bombing planes will reach their 
objectives in such proportions as 
to make the raids effective. If the 
aggressor is willing to pay a high 
enough toll of lives and machines, 
he cannot be kept wholly from his 
destructive work by pursuit planes. 

Or, an air arm purely for defense 
must be vastly stronger than an air 
arm for purposes of offense and 
must be prepared not only to de- 
fend itself against the disadvant- 
ages of the surprise attack but to 
carry an equally vigorous attack to 
the aggressor’s own soil. 

The army of France is superior 
to the army of Germany, man for 
man, in training and in morale. It 
is greatly inferior in numbers, both 
of divisions and machines than its 
political or military leaders dream- 
ed or told the people. But that in- 


| ing 


feriority is insufficient to explain 
the apocalytic advance of the 
Nazis. In the war of movement and 
mechanics the offense has an over- 
whelming advantage.

The independent small nation is 
a myth and presumes the absence 
of evil in this world. It cannot de- 
fend its soil, its institutions or its 
culture, 

The small old nations of Europe, 
judged by any human standards, 
have greater justification for their 
existence than have the large ones. 
They have a higher standard of 
education, a more nearly equal dis- 
tribution of wealth and culture, are 
less susceptable to catastrophic 
social upheaval, are more lightly 
taxed and are better governed; but 
whether they are hard, civilized 
and armed, like the Swiss; or 
eivilized and unarmed, like the 
Danes; or rich and _ casually 
armed, like the Dutch, they cannot 
sustain their existence.

Neutrality is a myth. It presumes 
the universal rule of international 
law, and this presumes the power 
to enforce it by nations stronger 
individually or collectively than 
any potential aggressor. 

Germany, a country of 65,000,000 
people in 1938, has absorbed 63,000,- 
000 of other peoples since then, 
many of them neutrals, by uffen- 
sive terror or by offensive warfare.

The totalitarian state alone is 
capable of effectively waging the 
totalitarian war. 

This war of a whole population 
against whole populations by every 
conceivable means of military, eco- 
nomic, propagandist and terroristic 
action demands, first, the complete 
subjection of war-making nations 
to a single authority; complete 
contro] over the entire financial, 
industrial and labor life; the turn- 
ing of the whole people into a war 
machine, in which the working 
population from top to bottom is 
treated and paid like an army, its 
officers and industries becoming 
primarily munitions factories used 
only secondarily for the production 
of goods; for human consumption, 

Against this systern, in war, no 
form of free enterprise conducted 
for personal profit anc, or in the 
interests of individual consumers, 
and no system of socialism con- 
ducted in the interest of the col- 


lective standard of life can survive.

No primarily commercial or pri- 
marily agricultural nation, or na- 
tion devoted to the production of 
quality goods can survive, in mod- 


ern war, against highly  in- 
dusiralized mass production na- 
tions, 

Commercial nations, like the 


British, supply themselves by buy- 
ing what they need with reserves 
and credits distributed throughout 
the world. Since th’y have no con- 
trol over the political programs or 
whims of their supp!'>"s, they can 
never be sure that a congress will 
not pass a neutralit’ act or sud- 
denly interfere with the normal 
credit system, and thus, in effect 
blockade or partially blockade 
them.

the Spitfire and the Hurricane. 
This war proves tha’ a hundred 
Fords are better for war than fifty 
Lincolns. 

The éommand of the seas may 
win a long war of attrition but it is 
no defense against the destruction 
of the nation that possesses it, 


Tt is entirely possible that before 
this summer is over the British 
people will be confronted with the 
choice of giving up their fleet, ac- 
cepting dictated terms or subject- 
their factories, cities and 
populations to a reign of terror 
from the air unprecedented in hu- 
man history. 

The Nazis demonstrated first in 
Germany that their own popula- 
tion could be subjugated by terror, 
intimidation and propaganda, Wars 
can possibly be won by terrorism 
and by the destruction of factories 
and communications by dynamiters 
dropped from parachutes into the 
midst of a civil population. 

The nation whose all-powerful 
leadership has no respect for hu- 
man life has an advantage, in war, 
over peoples who hold life sacred, 
as the kidnapper haa the advantage 
over the parents of the child he 
holds. 

The power of persecution, terror- 
ism, extortion and the holding of 
hostages has. been demonstrated for 
seven long years to a complacent 
world washing and rewashing its 
hands in the blood of just men, or 
futilely rushing around with 
stretchers to pick up the victims. 

Whole nations can be held as 
hostages in totalitarian war.

Military alliances for defensive 

purposes are useless against a huge 
union, singly directed. 
_ Military alliances for defensive 
purposés méan division in com- 
mand, lack of complete integrated 
financial and economic action, in- 
capacity in striking power and an 
enormous field for disruptive 
propaganda. 

The concept that money is be- 
yond good and evil and that eco- 
nomics can function regardless of 
human purpose is blown up with 
the cities, factories and the bleed- 
ing bodies of men. 

The airplanes that dropped 
bombs on Dutch towns were made 
in factories rationalized with 
American loans; the trucks that 
transported the aggressors Over 
neutral frontiers were manufactur- 
ed—some of them—by American- 
owned factories; the machine tools 
to make the machines on which the 
machines of war were made came, 
in large part, from America.

What does all this mean? That 
we must all be Nazis or accept the 
Nazi rule? 

No—not unless Lucifer won the 
war against God. 

It means that an era is over and 
that a new one has begun, in which 
the world will be united and free, 
with all the rich diversity of human 
cultures but with the rights of na- 
tions strictly limited and the world 
policed; or it will be united and en- 
slaved, with no rights for any one. 

It means that there must be as 
subline an imagination for good 
and as great a will for world-wide 
justice and freedom as there has 
been for evil.

friends; that all its victories are 
temporary, because men will not 
live under such contemptible 


rules; and that the full economic, 
financial, commercial and machine 
power of the United States is to be 
used, however long it takes, for the 
establishment of a world fit for 
human beings.

Those who are fighting must 
know for what they die; they must 
know that they are not dying as

DEBT CHARGES 
INCREASE COST 
FINANCE BRANCH 


OTTAWA, May 24—Increase of 
$9,706,398 in finance department es- 
timates, shown in the main eati- 
mates tabled in the House of Com- 
mons last night, is almost entirely 
accounted for in debt charges. 

Interest payable in Canada on the 
national debt increased by $11,000,- 
000, while interest charges payable 
in London dropped $4,497,000. 

Payment of interest payable in 
New York will cost $250,000 more 
in the current fiseal year, leaving 
a net increase in interest charges 
of $6,787,578. 

In addition to this the adverse 
exchange rate adds $973,830, and 
“other liabilities” not detailed adds 
$1,284,143; an extra $50,000 is added 
to last year’s $150,000 for loan flo- 
tations an other costs associated 
with the publie debt bring the total 
increase to $9,683,240, 

Thereewere a number of other 
increases and decreases, the latter 
including drastic curtailing of ex- 
penditures on federal driveway and

W. Earl Rowe (Con. - Dufferin-

Mr. Rowe said “indignation 
meetings” were being held 
throughout the Dominion in con- 
demnation of the government's 
failure to throw all Canada's 
power into the conflict.

Navy And Air Force 
Passes Easily 


WASHINGTON, May 24.— The 
Renate approved a $1,473,756,728 
appropriation for the navy and tts 
air force by a vote of 78 to 6 | 
yesterday. Elsewhere in Wash- | 
ington officials adopted plans for 
applying American mass-produc- | 
tion talents to the manufacture of | 
fighting planes and@ engines. 

The naval bill included $326,000,- 
000 for the air force, calling for the) 
acauisition of 2,970 planes of which) 
2,500 are to be of the type used for 
training pilots.
